III. APPROVAL OF MINUTES OF REGULAR MEETING HELD FEBRUARY 6, 2007 

Chairman Gallagher called for approval of the minutes of the February 6, 2007 meeting. Member 
Sadlowski made a motion for approval of the minutes. Chairman Gallagher seconded the motion. The

Acting General Counsel Wells recommended that the Board 
uphold the dismissal, as there was no issue of law or fact raised therein to warrant an evidentiary hearing. 

Member Sadlowski moved to 
accept the Acting General Counsel's recommendation. Chairman Gallagher seconded the motion, and the 
Board passed it unanimously, by a voice vote.
